Reasons for Establishing « Registry of 
Slaves in the British Colonies: Being a 
Report of a Committee of the dAfricun 
Institution. Published by Urder of that 
Saciety. Bvo. pp. 118. Hatchard. Luu. 
dun, 1515. 

We ought regularly to have devoted this 
article to the cousideratioa of the Annual Re. 
port of the African Institution, aud the other 
publicatious more immediately conrtected with 

“it, « But the subject aunounced in the title is 
of such great iwportance, and so urgentiy 
pressed vpon our attention by its «pproach. 
dag discussion in Parliament, that we arc 
obliged ta interrupt the usual course of our 

Pruceeding, and devote ourselves, for the 

presen:, exclnsively to the question of Re- 

gistty. We have more than once bad occasion 

‘to notice it generally, and to express the 
hope, entertained by us ia commou with all 
who have weil studied West ladiau aftairs, 
that it might speedily be brought ferward. in 
tbe Legisiature. Fhis proceediug has now 
beca begun, aud we trust the wrat Session 
will witness its com pletiou. 

Ít is manifest, that so material an altera. 
tioa in the law as is here contemplated, ought 

‚not to he atleurpted without the fultest exa. 
minativn of its grounds, its nature, and its 
prebabie consequences. The object of the 

‘work before us is lu facilitate this investigae 

tion, by an ample statement of the fvasons 
which hare cooviunced. the Committee of the 

African Institution, that the measure in ques. 

tion, is mot ònty desirable, but esscntially nee 

Cessacy ; and that the change will be not only 

Safe, but beneficial. In a critical point of 

Jiew, we should not easily praise it too 

hishly. A mare distinct, argumentalive, and 
eloguent tract, has rarely appeared upon any 
political questiod, But our attentioa is prin. 
cipally drawa to the subject matter; and we 
histeo to lay the substance of the reasuning 
before the reader, 

The Report begins with a description of 
the fatal effects which may be expected to 
asise from an illicit impourtation of slaves into 
the colonies since the law has made the traffic. 
acrime, With respett to the voyage, it is 
plain, that negroes carried clandustinrely are, 
an that very accoant, in & much worse pre. 
dicament than if the trade were permitted. 
‘The contraband cemmerce is driven with ten. 
fold greediness ; and wiiheut auy of the re. 
galations which were enforced to mitigate the 
horrors of the midde passage, The utmost 
lading that can be stuwed into a vessel will 
always be risked; and the supply of. provi.

Bat this topic is slightly touched ovpon in 
the very jadiciuus statemeat now before us; 
aad with much propricty ; for it is a necessae 
ry consequence of the abolition, and was in.

possibility of effectually stopping &be trade. 
‚ Abolitionists, therefore, having carried theie 
measure, cannot dwell much upon the in.

work had attaived the condition of adscripti 

gteba. Vhe progress was nearly the same in 

modern times ; (he extinction of villeinnge in 

Kross, and the final emancipation ef the lower 

orders, having followed by slow degrees the 

Cessation of the warlike customs which ùsed 

formerly to sàpply the slave markets. Ia 

like manner the colonies in America, where 

the supply of negrues has been, from various 

Circumstances, the most scanty, are those 

which have been most remarkable for a milù 

treatment of their slaves. it was with good 

reasuu, then, that the friends of hamanity ez. 

pected, frou the shatting of the slave market, 

an alteatiun to the comforts, the health, the” 
pres'rvation at least, of the stock alrcady in 

the colonies; an adoption of the breeding 

system, wben baying shoald be no longer 

practicable; snch a graduat melisratian of 
their condition, as no direct interference 

between à master and his slaves can efJect, 

but which is absolutely necessary, as it ús 

morally certain to prepare them for the ult. 
mate possessien of the freedom so long with. 

held fram them. Bat it Îs equzrity clear, that 

these hopes are founded enurcly in the real 

and complete extinction of the (rafic; end 

that, as long as any access is left open to the 

market, however narrow and precarious, the 

breeding system will be neglected. 

The next proposition maintained by the 
Committee is the insufBciency of the present 
sbolition laws for the purpose ef whully prc. 
venting the (rade, 

This, il is vbrious, will be fully proved, if 
it can be shown that, in point of fact, slaves 
have been sauggled into the colonies notwithe 
Standing the laws in forces—for the change 
from a state of war to a state of peace, is in 
every respect favourabie to such a contrabagd, 
by dimiaishing (he naval forèe employed, by 
enabling foreign flags to cover the trade, and 
by precluding the exercise of the right of search 
md right merely belligerent, Since the Repert 
was drawu up, indeed, a part of (his statement 
has lost its groundwork; for the French 
government under Buonaparte having totally 
abolished the slave trade, the restored dynasty 
Nas sabsequentty concurred in the same wise 
and just measure; so thát the pcace will ouly 
Operate Ín a twofeld manner, by diminishing 
our naval force, and preventing us fram 
searching Foreign vessels. These, however, 
Â must be Confesscd, are very. material cire 
Ciumstances, especially the latter, which is 
beyond our controul ; so mach so, that they 
Suggest a further cuusideration, viz. that 
al:hough there should not have been found any 
illicit impertatien carried on during the war, 
no security would be afurded from thence 
against such a contrabaad arising in time of 
peace. Has there, then, been such an evasiun 
during war or not? 

« That African negroes have been illicitly imported 


into some, if not all our islands, since the year 1508, 
and even since the offence was made felany, there is 


„ regson to Conclude. 


* Direct informatten of such practices: has been see 
veral times transmitted to the friends of the Abulitian 
in England, From different quarters. The particular 
modes, too have been pointed out, viz. the running 
the poor captives on shore at night from a neighe 
bouring foreign island or the carrying them in small 
numbers, from a more distant port in the dresses of 
Creole negroes, and vader tbe preteuded characters of 
sailors or passengers. —

Tbe transmiscion of it might otherwise 
dangerously expuse the authors to popular odium or 
private resen!weut in that country.” p. 22 23. 
To require the highest proof of such in. 
fringements, the couvictieu of the ofenders, 
the Report Justly observes, would argue great 
inattention tu the state of things in the West 
Indies, where almost the whole populatiou 
being incapable of giving evidence, a smuggler 
must be heedtess indeed if he expused himself 
to the risk ef legal testimony. Scizures 
have newever been made at sea, ef cargoes 
„which there was every rcasou to presume 
were destincd for the British Lslands ; and inany 
smalt vessels have been condemned én the West 
Ludies, found near eur cotonies with each a 
few uegroes vn board;s—so few, that they 
could only hive come from foreiga fslands, 
and could not have alforded profit enough to 
defray the costs of an Africaa voyage. Ina 
dist of thirty condemnatinas, printed by order 
ef the House of . Comimuus, sixteen are of 
vessels which carried, ou an average no more 
than four slaves each. 
That there have been clandestine import- 
ations, aud that this has been taking place 
since it became a felany, no one can dvubt. 
To questien it, would prove extreme ignore 
anco of West Indian imorals, aud of the state 


to which the administration uf the law is of 


necessity reduced, where nine persons in teu 
of the tahabitants are incompetent witnesses, 
‚and are müreover the property ef tho remaiu. 
iog tenth. 

But it is justly remarked, that the actäal 
extent of the illicit trade is of tittle moment 
in the questien of treatment, if its existence 
én any degree is shown; for as loug as the 
planters, vr any Cousiderable.number of them, 
believe that slaves are by possibility to be 
procured, a change in the prevailig system 
ef managemeut Cannot be expected, While 
any cousrderable gumber of planters continue 
to work their stock iutu sugar and coffee, no 
planter can, without fucurring the risk of 
total rain, adupt a more humane, aud, in the 
end, a more prelitable mode ef treatments 
because, iu the mean wide, he siuks uoder 
the unequal cumpetitiou., Fo leare all such 
tupics, hewever, and to cume at once up- 
on grounds where no shadow of a duubt 
Can Cross var patii—twhere all is cloar and 
pinvoth, aud ws obstacte can possibly be rais- 
ed to make as Talter=—ewbat have Ure Coforial 
assemblies doue since the abolition ?=mathose 
famous bodies whose plenitude of wisdem as 
of kuowtedge upon all local matters, it was 
held almust sacrilege to quvstiun 2whose 
perfect rectutude of intention, vast capacities 
vf government, aad indefeasible right ef ine 
teruat tegislatiot, were the staûdeng themes vf 
their own adinirativu, and the grounds of re- 
decting every interference of the Imperial 
Parliament? It might have been expected 
that the time which has elapsed since the Abu. 
hition became inevitable, would have display. 
ed some of the high wisduin and exalted vir. 
tue wherewithal those modern Senates are so 
especially gifud. But, at least, since the 
general Aboiiriun Act was passed, above eight 
years have gone by==a cousiderable space uf 
time for those mighty gifts to have operated 
ta. What have they ben doiig, then, all che 
wiile, tu vindicate their Fofty pretensiaus ? 
At teast we arust suppose they have cuaform. 
ed thewselves to the new system laid down for 
the whole colonial dominions of the Crown; 
at least they have met that important change 
by correspondent regulations of interval pu. 
lice—regutations which, we had been told for 
half a century, they ouly cuald possibly 
make, because they atoue were intmately 
vers:d in the comphicated detáils of the sub. 
ject. Of course, when the Parliamcat of the 
mother country said, * Yuu shall nu longer 
iuport new uegroes,)’ the Colonial parlia. 
“wents, So thoroughly acquainted with the de. 
tuils, took steps to secure the guud treatment 
vi the slaves already uuder. their immediate 

superintendence „=if not from motives ‘of 
honour, and justice aud humauily, yet. from 
views of West hodiau pulicy smf uot from a 
„childish regard for their sabte tellow.-creatures, 
yet from a degoified and eoussteat teudermess 
towards theie own white .selves ;=—if not 
through any vewettngied horror of murder and 
torture, yet hapty Uirough the more cuivuial 
aad statesimanlike apprehensieu vf Mercantile 
loss. Svine measures, indeed, were so very 
obvious, that even an ignorant stranger, not 
eujoying the bigh privileges of local residence, 
could hardiy fail tu prcccive their necessity — 
insomuch, that they had been again and again 
pointed out in the Lurperial Parliament——nad 
even been suggested by that emiuneutly remote 
‘and iguoraut Body in its addresses to the 
Crown, and had been, perhaps othcieusly, 
submitted by the Crown to those bucal depu. 
Sitaries of wisdom aud kuowtedge. It re. 
quired nu adeantages of West Indian birth or 
education to see, that sttaching the negre to 
the svil was a sufe-aad obvious measure to 
adopt ; that the law, permitting hìm to be 
sold fer his master’s debt, should no longer be 


‚ 


ta his acquiring by degrees bis liberty should 
be removed. Now, it does sa hoppen, that 
it bath pleaged the uufathomable wisdom, 
perfect local knowledge, sad real, solid jes. 
tice, of the whole thirteen Colonial lezistae 
tures, to do exactly nothing at gil since the 


Abolition was passed into a law 5 unless it 


be, that one or two of those bodies, as if to 
show that such exquisite pieces of mechanism, 
like the wonders of Nature, though all pere 
fect, are all dissimilar, have made some regue 
lations, of a deseriptien the very reverse of 
what the Abolition system imperivusly rca 
quires. : 

< What benefit have the slaves in any one island yet 
derived from the Abolition Acts, and from the favour 
able disposition in the Governnsent ant Parliament of 
Great Britain? In their tegal erartition, certainly 
noneat all, They are sti the absolute property of 
their master gy still fed, and clothed, and worked, and 
periched, at his discretiong à few os'ensihle regulse 

ions excepted, which were demenstrably futile, and 
have confessedly proved to be tscless. Silt this ere 
treme bondage is heredirery, and perpetuals and stik 
the slaves are daily subjected by law to hardships a:d 
miseries, against which even the champions’ af 1e 
colonial system have exclaîmed, as cruel and neediess 
aggravations of Cheir lot. They are stil liable tn he 
sold at the suit of the masters creslitors, aa well an 
by the voluntary act of the master hinself; to be 
stripped from the demain, and exiled for ever from 
their homes, their families aud friends, without the 
imputation of 3 fault. i 

* The inexorable maiutenante of this tact acknowe 
ledged grievance, is the more worthy of oheervarion, 
because Parliamen: was accused of ‘heing its author, 
and was called on by the colonial par'y to reform it. 
The ehanze of that part of the colonial code was 
actordinz!y prepared for by the repeat of part of the - 
Statute Bih Geo. IL cap. 1, which was untrulv ree 
presented aa having given birth ta this cruel branch 
of the law of slavery; but which certainly stood in the 
way of its reforrmation. At the instance of the lune 
Mr, Bryan Edwards, the act 81. Geo. HIT. cap. 119, 
was passed for that purpase3 and it was expected that 
the colonial asseaiblies, following ap the same prince 
pl», would fepeal their own acts, which made slav:e

renoûnted by the British Legislature. Nota voice has 
ever been raised in its defences not an apalogy hap 
ever heen offered of adhering to itt yet still, in cone 
tempt of the recommendations of Parliament, the odie 
Us opbression is maintained. 

“ The same is the opprobrious trath as to every other 
legal reformation that is necessary to promote the 
native increase of the slaves, an: meliora'e their cone 
dition. Nothing, in short, has even been ostensibly 
sttempled, but that which the assemblies have admite 
ted to be iorpracticable, and which every refiecting 
mind must perceive to be so=the protection af slaves 
azainst damestic oppres-ion ìn the exersise of the mase 
ter's power. For this idle purpose, indeed, mock laws 
have been made, have heen laazhet at, aad forzutg 
and men who dare not compta n. who are ineumpetent 
to prosecute, and whose evidence anant be received ia 
&ny court, against any free perdm, are referred to the 
law for redress, when, in the bosem of the mas'er’s 
domain, they are not sufiicien!Ly fed, are worked to cx= 
ces5, or receive more than a limited number of lashce 
at any one time! !{ 

* Even against the more cruel wrongzs of straagers, « 
the assemblies admitted that these poor heings ;.re not 
practically protected hy laws hecau e their evidence... 
and (he evidence of all their companious, is rejected. 
Yet in no island has this legal impediinent yet been 
Femove:t, Ö . 4 

* Insular laws, whose policy plainly depends oa the 
permanence of (he Slave Trade, alsa remain unrepeale 
ed. Many of then, for instance, disetourage the breede 
ing system, insteal of favouring icy and that in ao 
small dexree. la most colonies, the revenues raised 
for public of parochial purposes, are Chiefy raise:l by 
a poltetax upon slaves, which aftaches on them from 
the birth to the grave, without any allewance for ine 
fancy, or for other disability to labour for the master, 
either throush infrimity orage. The blanter, theree 
fore, who has the largest propertion of native slaves, 
bears, in comparison with his ability, the heaviest 
share of the public burdens. Ef a mother should be 
released fram field labour en sccount of her prege 
Baney, or her duties as a nurse. the master is never= 
thetess rated for her and for her infants too. It tece 
ble hfe is kindly cherished after the hope of produce 
tive labour has ceased, the voll-tax still continues,

But asitis a 
part of the plan, thal negroes should hâve the 
peer af inpleuding their àlledged masters 
and that, in tryiug the issùe of slavé or free, 
the evidente of witnesses it A state of Bervitùde 
Bhsùld be competent, the detentiun of a free 
person in slavery will become impossibla 
without the most shameless wiscondact in the 
Eoarts, inasmuch as they must give judgment 
contrary tu the plain teuor of the entry in 
_the register ; and even sûch gross malversation 
tould only benefit the owner until he had 
weession te transfer or pledge his property, 
When it must be at once detected. We may 
further observe, that the act of detaining au 
varegistered negro will furùish at alt times a.

Fitted, so strong, that men who might uet 
teropte tú benefit by it în the dark, would 
probably be scared. from it, by being thus 
held up te the public suspiciun vf haring

‘Fhe owner, or 
his nranager, that is, whoever has the actual 
care of the negroes, and incurs the respon. 
sibility for their treatment, must render a 
account annually of the manner in which. he 
has eteéuied his great sad serioustrust, Île 
will now begin té feel that he has some hun. 
dreds, perhaps, of human beings committed 
to bis care, and that he is answerable for the 
greater part of the flis which may befell 
them. 

Men's naturee sre not vo completely re. 
versed, changed though they be, by the slave 
Bystem, as to thirst for the misery of their 
negrees, and the eventual deterioration of 
their valuable. property.

To attain all these important ends; to 
abolish the illicit slave trafic; to encourage 
the inerèase of the Negro population by 
nataral meanss to mitigate the severiiy of 
treatment which at present degrades that un.

Prepare the way, by slow degrees, and with 
perfect ‘security both to the rights of the 
master and the pPeate of the community, for 
their at length attaining the happy condition

have onty to axtend over our. other colonies 
the Registry Law, atready iu force by Ocder

mother Country to Íinterfere, as they phrase 
it, in their internal administration. Admite 
ting, say they, that the adoption of the plan 
in question is desirable, it belong ast to the 
Brirish Parliament, but to the colonial legis. 
latures, te establish it; they having, con. 
stitutionally, the right of internal regulation, 
While some detwrously state the mere ques- 
tiou of right, others add insinuations touching 
the power of the mother country, and, as a 
Gase in point, refer her te the resistanée 
which she met with the last time she interfered 
with the colonial authorities. 

For an ample aud detailed refutatinn of 
these positions, we must refcf to the Report 
itself; but we think a very few words may 
suffice tu show the fallacy of the only one 
that degerves a moment’s attention, the denial 
of the mother couutry’s right te legislate 
internally for the colonics. This right is 
frmly established upon principle, declared by 
existing and undisputed statutes, and reenguiz. 
ed by procedents, in a long, uniuterrupted 
êttrrent of practice. Ítis established upon 
principle=far can & more monstrous instance 
of ‘fmpertùm in tnperio' be imagined, thaa 
each culony having an independent parlia. 
meat, invested with powers of exclusive 
legislation? And can aay man's subtlety 
goso far as to draw the line hetween the 
cases in which Parliament is on all hands ad. 
mitted to have the right, and those in which 
it isdenied? ft isdeclared hy statute. The 
deelaratory act,6 (reu. Il, c. 12. asserts, 
that Parliament * had, hath, and of right ought 
$ to have, fall power and authority to make 
$ JawBand statutes of sufficient force and valie 
€ dity to bind the colonies’==f ín all cases 
whatsoever.” And when an exception ‘was 
made, not more-from prudence in our opinion, 
than in strict justice to the colonies, during 
the American war, by the 18. Geo. MIL. c. 
12. it was confined to thesingle case of taxa. 
tion, the former act remaining unrepealed, 

„and the whole extent of its declaration subsist. 
ing with this singleexception. The right is 
no less clearly recoguized by constant, we 
may almost say daily, practice, ever since 
England had colonies and as much since the 
American revolution as before it,

“ed in law, and speedily abandouned. 
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all doubt, we confess that after the remarks 
and the facts which have been stated in à 
former part of this discussion, we are disposed 
to waste very little time upon what remains 
of the question; and are inclined to make 4 
short way through the matter of expediency. 
We hare secn cnough surely of the local 
authorities, to harbour a thought of leaving 
in their hands any one measure relative to the 
interests of the black population, unless thero 
be some ground Jaid for impeaching either the 
right of Parliament to interfere, or its capacie 
ty to aët with effect. In the present case, 
the right and the capacity appear to stand 
equally clear. Many powerful and ingenious 
topics are ùrged in the Report, to evince tho 
absurdity of leaving this great work to the 
colonial begislatures; and it is satisfactorily 
shown, that they are not able to accomplish 
it if they were willing, unless they could all 
meet in a Congress hy deputies from thirteen 
settlements, to arrange the general plaa. Bat 
for oùr parts, we epprehend the unwillingness 
—the repugrantesthe epiletnie horror of 
such colvuies towerds every thing hike a 
forced improvement in the condition of thrie 
slaves, or what they will term every * interfe ra 
ence between a man and his property, ’— 
afford by far. the most irreristible arganient 
for refosing to trust tlrem with the adoption 
cf auch a measure. And we shall close this 
Article, Sy suggesting to those who may be 
Called upon, iu theír official and public capae 
Cities, to cousider the question, the topics of 
ctamour and artifee by which they arv likely 
to be assailed, and we will venture to predict, 
nearly in the same words in which they will be 
conveyed. E 
First, They wil be told not“ to stir so 
‘delicate a question as that which lost us our 
North. American colonies.” Lf by delicate, 
fs meant nice, as a question of law, we bve 
stiowed that it is one of (he plainest whsch 
can be-mooted 3 and that it is gv£ the question 
which dost ts America.

like Lord Grizel in Tom Thumb, exclaiming, 
OSdeath, Pil be a rebel.” 
Next it will be said) £ What! interfere hee 
“tween à man and his own property=—between 
the master and his slave?’ To which the 
answer is obvious,==that it is exactly because 
man is the property of marmemebecause (he 
question is between a master and his own 
slavemthat interference becomes necessary 
but that the proposed interposition is modee 
rate, systematic, and far from being mivute 
and oppressive, differing sigually from the. 
attempts at iuterference made by the wisdom 
of colonial legislation==which were’ indeed 
mere pretexts, and in their nature incapable 
of being enforced, such us restricting the 
namber of täshes to be inflicted at one time. 
But as long as half a million of our fellow 
crcatnres are the property of a thousand or 
two, it becomes as to use all fawfat means 
which are likely ta be effectuat in preventing 
a power só awfully liable to be abused, from 
working the degradatien, the misery and the 
destruêtion of such a multitude of unoffending 
human beings. 
Lastly. we shall be desired to leare those 
matters ef internal regulation ia the hands of 
the colonial legistators, whose interests wust 
prompt, as their knowledge will enabled them 
to deal more successfully witha subject se 
complicated in its details.—To which maag 
answers at once present themselves. All this 
was said against the Abolition, and had it 
bren listened to, in all certainty the abolitioa 
would never more have been heard of. And 
in order to teach us how far reliance can be 
placed &pon the course pointed out By fculoa 
niaf Interests,’ aud * local knowledge,” we 
have only to read the statute books of the 
mest arcoaplished, experienccd and ealighten. 
ed of the islands=—of Jamaica, prohibiting the 
negroes from being taught}—of Barbadoes, 
punishing witha fne of Ill. 148, their colde 
blooded murder. 4 
For these reasons, we can have no hesita. 
tiou in anxiously exhorting all the friends ef 
the Abolition, and the enemies of injustice and 
oppression, by what names socver (hey. may 
be called, to rally round the measure brought 
forward at the close of thc last session by Àlr. 
Wilberforce, after Mr. Stephen,, its learned 
and ingenious author, had retired from public 
life. We have tuo often had occasion to differ 
widely with both those eminent individuals 
upon political qucstions, especialiy with the 
tatter, to leave any doubt in the wind of the 
reader that the feeble tribute which has here 
been bestowed, isextorted by the couduct of the 
men anà the merits of the measure, without ny. 
personal or party fecling. But we might hava 
been liable to the imputation of both, had we 
stifted the expression of senliments so unavoid.
